How Does it Work? 


This is an online program for serious How Much Time Does it Require?

There are no specific 
limitations with regard to age, 
however the student should be 
mature enough to be serious about 
their study and have a sufficient level 
of understanding.

Videos become available throughout 
the week in each of the various study 
pathways.
